NEW HAMPSHIRE.

How the Reanlt of the Electlon s Regarded—

The people of New Hampshire do mot ap-
prove of ihe violent and extra constitutional
moasures the President has taken in the Ban
Domingo scheme; they do not approve of the
President's Interference in the organlzation of
the Benate, or the manner in which, at his

nstance, the Forelgn Relations Committes
was 80 packed as to lessen the opposition Lo a
San Domingo treaty; they do not believe
that snch men as Morton, Chandler, Butler,
and Cameron are fit leaders for the Republi-
cal party: they do not belleve that a Presi-
dent Is wise who insults runch men as Sumner,
Cox, and Wells, and rejects the ndvice of such
wen as Senators Trumbull, Schurz, and Wilson.
The elections of last fall, which would have
warned n man attentive to the people's voles,
were not beeded by the President. He pursued
his cbosen course, regardless of the warnings
of those who, during his whole career, had
proved themselves his most earnest and disin-
terested friends. And now comes New Hamp-
phire—a State which has not gone Demoeratie
for slxteen yvears, and abandons the President to
whom, io 1868, it gave nearly seven thousand
aua jorily.

The American Flag Ralsed,

Much excitement has been caused In Santo
Domivgo Clty by an ofiicial aunouncement that
the inhabitants of Bani and San Cristoyal had
bauled down the Dominican colors and ralsed
the American flag. Commissioner Samuel G.
Howe had gone to Banl to investigale the mat-
Ler.

The Revolutlonary Ferce,
composed of the adherents of ex-Presidont
Salnave, were about marching agalnst Hayt
with the object of overthrowing Saget, the
present President, and placing Leconte at the
head of the Government. Leconte, nccompa-
nied by Major C, Gi. Megrue, of Cineinnatl. had
visited the commissioners, The Nantlasket yes-
terday duly honored Washington's birthday,
and to-day salls for Puerto Plata, to meet Com-
missioner White. The result of the Intter's
vielt to Cabral is looked forward to with great
interest.

Rhe Commisslon nt Port-aun-Prince.

Porr-av-Prixoe, March 7.—The commission
reached here on the 21 of March, from Azua, all
in excellent health., They will walt here for
Commissioner White, who went overland from
S8anto Domingo to Puerto Plata. He is expectad
here, in the steamer Nantasket, by the 10th,
bringing with him two scientific expeditions,
under Professors Blake and Ward, that crossed
before him. The Tennesace will then start Im-
mediately for home, touching al Santlago de
Cuba and Key West for coal.

The (Juestions of Pebt nnd Disputed Bounidary
are the most important raised since the last
despatehes. The Haytions are bitterly oppesed
to annexation. The commissioners, however,
were received elvilly.

Cabral’s Srrength
congists almost wholly ol Haytien support.
Information that the Tennesgee had been re-

Mr. Wade iIs apxions not to ecomplicate mat-
ters by bringing him here, wishing as he does to
avoid all appearance of being engaged while in
Hayti in prosecuting an Investigation looking to
annexation.

Interview with Fresident Saget.

The second day after our arrival here Messrs,
Wade and Howe called by previous agreement
upon the President and Cabinet. The meeting
bad no referénce to annsxation, and all the
Cabinet was present. Upon belng presented,

Mr. Wade Sald:

E Mr. President, we are the commissioners of
{he United States charged with the duty of
making certain Inquiries touching the state and
condition of the Dominican Republic, with the
view to a poseibiiity of more intimate relations
beiween the two republics than have hitherto
existed: and having performed that dutylwe were
reluctant to leave this beautiful island without
doing ourgelves the honor of calling and paying
respects to the President of the Haytien Repub-
lic, and we desire L0 express our hope that the
same friendly and amicable relations that have
80 long animated the people of both nations may
long continue. In doing this we but express
the sincere sentiments of the President and peo-
ple of the United States.”

To this

President Saget, at this, earnestly sald thatl
the educated class of Haytl fully understood
and appreciated the condition of the United
States, but o large class only remembered the
glavery which existed there, and they felt that
they had themselves been sluves, and it was lm-
possible o intinence them.

The President, at the close of the conference,
gald he would try and visit the commissioners.
He is not expected, however, on account of the
general and popular {eeling ngalnst the presence
of the commission in the barbor,

41 were Allterate; 87 could only read: 179
could read and write ; aud 2 were well nstracted,
Out of this number (£50), 206 were unapprenticed;
20 were apprenticed and left before majority; and
88 served out thelr terms of apprenticesnip. There
were 162 of these prisoners nnder twenty.five years
of age, The crimes ol -these 152 convicts were, lar-
ceny, §3; arson, 9; burglary, 20; rape, 7; murder of
gecond degree, 6; manslaughter, 8; forgery, 6: bur-
glary with other felony, 0,

Durigg the year 1570, 815 prisoners were recelved,
952 lmfmﬁ beéen in that year discharged. Of the 315
62 were liliterate ; 50 could only read, and 223 could
read and write. Out of this (315}, 858 were unap-

renticed ; 16 were apprenticad and left before ma-
ority, apd 17 served out their term of apprentice-
lnl‘r. There were 150 of these prisoners who were
